she says to T im m o in 
a letter

“ I read your article in The Daily 
R egister regarding G reen T hum bs. 
I am a freshm an at the H a rris­ 
burg Township high school. 
I do 
not know the origin of the G reen 
Thum b, but I do have inform ation 
giving 
a 
d ate earlier than 
1925 
regard in g this. 
“ In our literature book, A dven­ 
tures 
in 
R eading, 
we 
have the 
story of G eorge W ashington C a r­ 
ver, one of this co un try’s g rea t 
men of science. 
This distinguish­ 
ed scientist was the son of a slave 
and was born in 1860 in the state 
of Missouri. 
It was George W ash­ 
ington C arv er who discovered m any 
w ays of using productively plants 
like the peanut and the sweet po­ 
tato that had hereto been w asted 
with the result that he contributed 
to the better living of all of us, 
“ F ro m the tim e George W ash­ 
ington C arv er was virtually a baby 
in the woods, he wanted to know 
the n am e of every stone, insect, 
and flower he saw 
His neighbors 
knew that he, as a child, had a 
m agic way with growing things. 
They called him the Plant Doctor, 
and he m ad e house to-house calls 
in D iam ond Grove w here he lived 
to p rescrib e tor ailing plants. 
If 
they 
w ere seriously ill, 
he took 
the plants away to his secret g a r ­ 
den 
T here 
he 
would 
prune or 
knock out the soil and replace it 
with a better type of soil 
He never 
lost 
a 
plant 
in 
his san atariu m . 
G eorge W ashington C arver did not 
know how it happened that he had 
a ‘green th u m b .’ 
“ It 
was said 
of him that ‘A 
childhood curiosity about growing 
things and a "green th u m b ’’ s ta r t­ 
ed him on a long and distinguish­ 
ed c a r e e r ’ 
“ Honors 
of every kind 
w ere 
heaped upon him 
Schools w ere 
nam ed for him ; m edals and hon- 
o iary d egrees were bestowed upon 
him ”

The State D ep artm ent announced 
today that the youths, Constantin 
G eorgescu, 20, and P e te r Georg- 
escu, 
15, were 
turned 
over 
to 
A m erican 
authorities 
today 
at 
Munich, G erm any. 
They were m et 
there 
by their father, 
Valeriu C. 
G eorgescu, 
New 
York, 
who had 
not seen them for seven years. 
One 
of their 
first acts 
was to 
telephone 
their 
m other in 
New 
York 
Mrs. Georgescu never had 
given up hope of seeing 
her sons 
again. As she once said, “ I believe 
in 
God and I believe 
in my 
new 
country.’* 
G eorgescu 
left 
F ran k fu rt 
by 
plane 
for the 
United 
States with 
his sons. 
The State D epartm ent said 
the 
boys w ere freed as a result of 
a 
"long se ries’’ of diplom atic efforts 
in which President Eisenhow er and 
Secretary 
of 
State John 
F oster 
Dulles “ took 
a personal in terest.” 
Officials said no concessions were 
m ade to the Soviet satellite. 
Stripped of Citizenship 
The 
lads 
were left behind 
in 
their hom e country in 1947 when 
Georgescu, R om anian m an ag e r of 
the S tandard Oil Co. of New J e r ­ 
sey, cam e to New York with his 
wife on a business trip. While in 
this country, he was .stripped of 
his citizenship bv the C om m unists 
and decided to rem ain here and 
become an A m erican citizen 
Rom ania then refused to let the 
two boys com e to A m erica. 
Last 
May the p arents were approached 
bv C hristache Zambeti, first se c re ­ 
tary of the R om anian Legation in 
W ashington, who hinted that their 
sons would be released from Ro­ 
m ania if the parents would spy 
tor the Reds. 
The G eorgescus rejected the of­ 
fer and told the FBI all about it 
Zam beti 
w as 
prom ptly expelled 
Horn the United States, and 
the 
State 
D epartm ent 
began 
putting 
diplom atic 
p ressu re on 
Rom ania 
to release the boys.

Radar Warning 
Net in Arctic 
To Cost Billion 


WASHINGTON <W—The autom at- 
ic 
ra d a r 
w arning net along the 
Arctic rim of N orth A m erica will 
cost 
an estim ated billion dollars 
and take until 1957 to complete, 
defense sources said today. 
I 
T hese sources recounted how for­ 
m er President T ru m a n ordered the 
spade work in late 1952 which re 
suited in the p ro g ra m announced 
by 
the 
A m erican 
and 
C anadian 
governm ents last T hursday 
Defense 
S ecretary 
C harles 
E. 
Wilson, issuing this go vernm ent’s 
statem ent, 
said that survey and 
sighting 
work 
in the Canadian- 
A m erican venture “ is already well 
advanced.” 
T here w as no indication just how 
the cost of the project would be 
allocated to the two countries. 
Designed to give several hours 
w arning of a 
Soviet 
air attack 
across the P olar cap, the system 
will extend over thousands of miles 
of frozen w asteland far north of 
C anada's settled areas. 
It will tie 
in with the present ra d a r nets in 
Alaska, G reenland, and the “ pine- 
tree chain ’’ along the 54th parallel 
which splits British Columbia in 
the west and L abrado r in the east.

radar-laden patrol

J. B. Blackman, 
Former Mayor, 
Dies in Texas 


Death Follows 
Paralytic Stroke; 
Rites Held Today 


Jam es B B lackm an, 82, a native 
of Saline county and a form er m ay­ 
o r of H arrisburg, died Saturday at 
10:40 a rn in a hospital in San An 
tonio, Tex , following a paralytic 
stroke Tie had had two light strokes 
previous to the third and fatal one 
Saturday. 
W ord of his d eath was received 
by his wife, Mrs. Olive J. Blackman, 
224 W est Poplar street, Saturday. 
She has been confined to her home 
for three years because of a broken 
hip, and was unable to attend his 
funeral, which was held today at 
8 a. rn in San Antonio. 
T he body 
was taken to Rock Springs, Tex., 
w here burial took place and w here 
a short graveside service was also 
held. 
Mr. B lackm an was a son of the 
late Calvin and Moriah Blackman 
of Stonefort 
He had th ree sisters 
land 
two b ro th ers who preceded 
him in death 
It was the death of 
his brother. 
Jo h n 
G. 
Blackman, 
th ree years ago, w hich called him 
to San Antonio, w here he had been 
I occupied w ith settling the John G 
Blackman estate. 
P rio r to th at he 
had been in the real estate business 
in Chicago. 
Most of the n ea r rein 
tives live in Texas 
In his youth he taught school in 
Saline county, 
later engaging in 
the real estate business and betorn 
ing very active in politics in Saline 
county and in the 24th C ongression­ 
al district 
In H arrisburg, he will be rem em ­ 
bered as one of the organizers of 
the Saline T ru st and Savings bank, 
fo reru n n e r of the present H arris 
burg National hank 
He served a 
term as m ayor of H arrisbu rg in 
1908. 
A staunch Republican in politics, 
Mr Blackman had held num erous 
public offices and was at one lime 
a 
com m issioner 
on 
the 
control 
hoard of the S outhern Illinois Peni­ 
tentiary at M enard F o r many years 
he was a R epublican leader in the 
24th district and after going to Chi 
cago 
he 
helped 
to organize the 
Southern 
Illinois 
Egyptian 
club, 
composed of fo rm e r residents of 
this area 
He continued to be ac 
tive in this organization for a long 
time. 
Mrs Blackm an was also a school 
teacher in her young womanhood 
She is the form er Olive Odum and 
was reared in W illiamson county 
T heir only son, c h a m p , who served 
in World W ar I, is a patient in the 
V eteran s hospital at Danville. Ill 
Mr Blackm an was a m em ber of 
the 
Stonefort 
Masonic 
lodge 
of 
which he was past m aster 
He w-as 
a m em ber of th e E ldorado I O. O 
F. lodge and of the H arrisb urg Elks 
lodge. 
He was a Baptist bv re ­ 
ligious faith. 
A nephew-, Bond Blackm an, Mur 
physboro, who is well known in 
H arrisburg and is a form er resident 
of Stonefort, was at his bedside 
when he died and rem ained in Tex 
as for the funeral service 


Order Draft of 
140,000 More 
Men in Indochina 


Action by Cabinet 
Coincides with 
French Counterattack 


HANOI. Indochina (IP—The n ew ­ 
ly form ed Viet N am w ar cabinet 
today ordered the drafting of 140,- 
000 m ore m en in a m ajo r win-the- 
w a r effort 
aim ed 
at 
putting 
all 
able-bodied m en under arm s. 
The 
cab in e t’s 
first 
action in 
drafting all m en aged 20 25, a n ­ 
nounced in Saigon, coincided with 
a heavy co u n terattack by F ren ch 
Union forces from their foxholes 
at Dien Bien Phil in an effort to 
crush a threaten ed Com m unist a s ­ 
sault. 
It was the second heavy F ren ch 
co u n terattack of the w eekend and 
carne 
after 
the 
Reds 
m ad e 
six 
futile efforts to drive F ren ch Union 
forces from a strategic hill o v e r­ 
looking Dien Bien Phu. 
The cabinet, m eeting under P re 
mier Prince 
Buu Loc, estim ated 
the draft would increase the V iet­ 
nam ese a rm ie s by 140,000 
The 
gain will not be larger, officials 
said, because m any young m en al­ 
ready have volunteered. 
Severe penalties w ere prescribed 
for d ra ft dodgers but delinquents 
will have until April 30 to join up 
without sanction.

was in p rog ress around the hill 
which overlooks both the besieged 
fortress and the C om m unist posi­ 
tions east of Dien Bien Phu.
